Adequate good faith efforts mean that the biddektall necessary and reasonable steps to achievgadl
which, by their scope, intensity, and appropriassnecould reasonably be expected to obtain suiticie
MBE/WBE participation. Adequate good faith effoalso mean that the bidder actively and aggresssaight
MBE/WBE participation. Mer@ro forma efforts are not considered good faith efforts.

The Department will consider the quality, quantand intensity of the different kinds of effortd@mder has
made. Listed below are examples of the typestidrasa bidder will take in making a good faithatfto meet
the goals and are not intended to be exclusivelmaiestive, nor is it intended to be a mandatoryckle.

Evidence of
such negotiation includes the names, addressesel@pthone numbers of MBEsS/WBEs that were
considered; a description of the information preddegarding the plans and specifications for
the work selected for subcontracting; and evideaxt® why additional agreements could not be
reached for MBES/WBEs to perform the work.

(2) A bidder using good business judgment wouldsaer a number of factors in negotiating with
subcontractors, including MBE/WBE subcontractorsid awould take a firm’s price and
capabilities as well as contract goals into consitien. However, the fact that there may be some
additional costs involved in finding and using MBBSES is not in itself sufficient reason for
a bidder’s failure to meet the contract MBE or WB&als, as long as such costs are reasonable.

The total dollar value of the participation by aweaitted MBE/WBE will be counted toward the contract
goal requirements. The total dollar value of ggpation by acommitted MBE/WBE will be based upon
the value of work actually performed by the MBE/WRBEd the actual payments to MBE/WBE firms by
the Contractor.

Joint Checks

Prior notification of joint check use shall be regd when counting MBE/WBE participation for seesc
or purchases that involves the use of a joint chéditification shall be through submission of Fai@x
1 (Joint Check Notification Form) and the use of joint checks shall be in accordariitethe Department's
Joint Check Procedures.

Subcontracts (Non-Trucking)

A MBE/WBE may enter into subcontracts. Work thaflBE subcontracts to another MBE firm may be
counted toward the MBE contract goal requiremelite same holds for work that a WBE subcontracts
to another WBE firm. Work that a MBE subcontraots non-MBE firm does not count toward the MBE
contract goal requirement. Again, the same halds for the work that a WBE subcontracts to a non-

Manufacturers and Regular Dealers

A contractor may count toward its MBE or WBE regurent the following expenditures to
MBE/WBE firms that are not manufacturers or regualealers:

(1) The fees or commissions charged by a MBE/WBI& for providing aona fide service, such as
professional, technical, consultant, or managesgavVices, or for providing bonds or insurance
specifically required for the performance of
a DOT-assisted contract, provided the fees or cesions are determined to be reasonable and
not excessive as compared with fees and commissimtemarily allowed for similar services.
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(2) With respect to materials or supplies purchasein a MBE/WBE, which is neither
a manufacturer nor a regular dealer, count theeeatnount of fees or commissions charged for
assistance in the procurement of the materialssapglies, or fees or transportation charges for
the delivery of materials or supplies required golasite (but not the cost of the materials and
supplies themselves), provided the fees are datednio be reasonable and not excessive as
compared with fees customarily allowed for simgarvices.

The Contractor may count toward its contract geguirement only expenditures to MBEs and WBEs
that perform a commercially useful function in therk of a contract. A MBE/WBE performs a
commercially useful function when it is responsilide execution of the work of the contract and is
carrying out its responsibilities by actually perfong, managing, and supervising the work involvéd.
perform a commercially useful function, the MBE/WBHEall also be responsible with respect to material
and supplies used on the contract, for negotighimge, determining quality and quantity, orderiig t
material and installing (where applicable) and pgyifor the material itself. To determine whether a
MBE/WBE is performing a commercially useful functjothe Department will evaluate the amount of
work subcontracted, industry practices, whetheraimeunt the firm is to be paid under the contract i
commensurate with the work it is actually perforgniand the MBE/WBE credit claimed for its
performance of the work, and any other relevarnbfac

MBE/WBE Utilization in Trucking

The following factors will be used to determineaf MBE or WBE trucking firm is performing
a commercially useful function:

(1) The MBE/WBE shall be responsible for the mamaget and supervision of the entire trucking
operation for which it is responsible on a parecutontract, and there shall not be a contrived
arrangement for the purpose of meeting the MBE 8EVgoal.

(2) The MBE/WBE shall itself own and operate atteane fully licensed, insured, and operational
truck used on the contract.

3) The MBE/WBE receives credit for the total vabfethe transportation services it provides on the
contract using trucks it owns, insures, and opsrasing drivers it employs.

(4) The MBE may subcontract the work to another MBHErm, including
an owner-operator who is certified as a MBE. Téas holds true that a WBE may subcontract
the work to another WBE firm, including an ownereogtor who is certified as a WBE. When
this occurs, the MBE or WBE who subcontracts waggerves credit for the total value of the
transportation services the subcontracted MBE oiEV@iBovides on the contract. It should be
noted that every effort shall be made by MBE andBAd®ntractors to subcontract to the same
certification (i.e., MBEs to MBEs and WBEs to WBEB&) order to fulfill the goal requirement.
This, however, may not always be possible dueddithitation of firms in the area. If the MBE
or WBE firm shows a good faith effort has been madereach out to similarly certified
transportation service providers and there is ter@st or availability, and they can get assistance
from other certified providers, the Engineer wititrhold the prime liable for meeting the goal.
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(5) The MBE/WBE may also subcontract the work ton@a-MBE/WBE firm, including from
an owner-operator. The MBE/WBE who subcontraatsabrk to a non-MBE/WBE is entitled to
credit for the total value of transportation seegi@rovided by the non-MBE/WBE subcontractor
not to exceed the value of transportation servmesided by MBE/WBE-owned trucks on the
contract.

The value of services
performed under subcontract agreements betweeMB&/WBE and the Contractor will not
count towards the MBE/WBE contract requirement.

(6) A MBE/WBE may lease truck(s) from an establglemuipment leasing business open to the
general public. The lease must indicate that tBEMVBE has exclusive use of and control over
the truck. This requirement does not precluddehsed truck from working for others during the
term of the lease with the consent of the MBE/WB& long as the lease gives the MBE/WBE
absolute priority for use of the leased truck. sTtigpe of lease may count toward the MBE/WBE's
credit as long as the driver is under the MBE/WB&groll.

MBE/WBE Replacement

advise the prime contractor and the Departmenhefreasons, if any, why the firm objects to theppszd
termination of its subcontract and why the Departinshould not approve the action.

All requests for replacement of a committed MBE/WHE shall be submitted to the Engineer for appian
Form RF-1(Replacement Request). If the Contractor fails to follow this procedurde Contractor may be
disqualified from further bidding for a period g to 6 months.

The Contractor shall comply with the following fiaplacement of a committed MBE/WBE:
(A) Performance Related Replacement

When a committed MBE is terminated for good causestated above, an additional MBE that was
submitted at the time of bid may be used to futhié MBE commitment. The same holds true if a
committed WBE is terminated for good cause, antaddil WBE that was submitted at the time of bid
may be used to fulfill the WBE goal.
